The new program, to take 
effect September, 1961. will 
make the Associate of Arts 
degree, now compulsory upon 
completion of Junior College re- 
quirements, 'optional. Rather, a 
certificate indicating completion of 
necessary prerequisites will be 
given to students. Those students 
now in the Junior College will be 
placed in the Columbian College 
of Arts and Sciences. 

The action came as a result of 
a proposal by the Committee of 
Eighteen— the parent body of the 
Faculty Senate. The Committee 
made its recommendation to Pro- 
vost and Dean of Faculties Os- 
wald S. Colclough while he was 
serving his interim term as Uni- 
versity president. However, Dean 
Colclough did not act on this pro- 
posal, but rather gave It to Presi- 
dent Carroll when he arrived. 

"I had felt this was a proper 
move for a long time— even before 
Dr. Marvin retired.

Ediforial 

A Year On Which To Build 

• THE MARK OF Thomas Henry Carroll - and his “new 
frontier” is the distinctive feature of this past year at George 
Washington University. The progressive views which the for- 
mer vice president of the Ford Foundation and member of 
the faculty at both the University of Syracuse and the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina brought with him already have been 
used to formulate the basis for building a great university — 
a university which can serve not only the community of Wash- 
ington but also the nation and the world. 

But President Carroll’s coming into office in February 
was not a difficult change for the University faculty and stu- 
dent body to face. Provost and Dean of Faculties Oswald S. 
Colclough, the acting president for a two-year interim period, 
had readied the University for President Carroll. 

Inaugural of President Carroll 
On May 3, 1961, when the University witnessed its first 
inaugural in almost twenty-five years, hundreds of educational 
leaders from institutions of the United States as well as from 
other nations came to praise the zeal and leadership of the 
thirteenth President in our one hundred and forty year 
history. 

This year’s progress has been amazing to us but at the 
same time quite understandable, when we remember the 
leaders of the University. Perhaps the most significant change 
in University-student relations is the jump in tuition in- the 
cost per semester hour from $24 to $30 in some schools and 
from $25 to $30 and $35 in others. But this tuition rise will 
be used to raise the present faculty salaries toward the na- 
tional norm as well as to attract more top quality professors. 
On the black side of the ledger there will be both the op- 
portunity and the incentive for outstanding students to take 
more than the standard 15 credit hours for the flat full time 
fee of $450 per semester. 

x New Administration Programs 
On the positive side the Administration has eliminated 
the clause which required that all scholarship holders be 
unmarried. A new religious center has been planned, addi- 
tional housing facilities for women students have been 
acquired and an expanded School of Government has been 
rechristened the School of Government, Business and Intema-

Small Fraternities 
Seek Equalization

* BATTLE LINES ARE drawn 
tor Tuesday’s meeting, as the In- 
terfraternity Council takes up 
consideration of the almost an- 
nual attempt of smaller fraterni- 
ties to bring chapter size equali- 
zation. 

This year's version Is a pledge 
quota system, proposed by Kappa 
Sigma Representative Bill Lam- 
bert, to limit the number of 
pledges a fraternity can take dur- 
ing formal rush to 30 per cent of 
the number of actives at the end 
of the previous semester, or 15 
men, whichever is greater. An ad- 
ditional 20 per cent of the quota 
or five pledges could be taken in 
informal rush, but the pledge 
class size for s semester could 
not exceed 26 pledges. 

The proposal, as explained by 
Mr. Lambert, would make boys 
more interested in the smaller 
fraternities, since the larger 
groups had a quota. This in turn 
would induce size equality among 
fraternities and thus strengthen 
the whole fraternity system. 
Large fraternities generally op- 
pose the system because it pro- 
hibits them from accepting the 
large pledge classes they usually 
get. 

New IFC President Jay Baraff 
reported that University President 
Thomas Carroll requested an end 
to serenading for the rest of the 
semester, and warned that It was 
illegal for fraternities to sell beer 
by the can; they might charge ad- 
mission and give beer away free, 
but they could not sell it by the 
can. 

Rick Hardock, chairman of the 
Rush Rules committee, presented 
the regulations for next fall, and 
most were accepted without dis- 
cussion. Several changes were 
made for the rush season opens 
at midnight, September 10.

did not feel that this was a major 
change that should be made dur- 
ing an interim administration so 
I postponed the action until the 
new president was chosen. I felt 
the new president should be given 
a chance to see how he felt about 
it rather than facing him with a 
major change. I am completely in 
agreement with the action; it is a 
long overdue change," Dr. Col- , 
dough said. 

Shortly after the organization 
of the Senate, Dr. Carroll referred 
the proposal back to this body, 
which passed the recommendation 
at its April meeting. The proposal 
then went to the Board of Trus- 
tees where it was accepted In 
toto. 

According to President Carroll, 
the original purpose of the Junior 
College was to facilitate the 
change from high school to inde- 
pendent university study. How- 
ever, there is now a new connota- 
tion in the words "junior college," 
Through the years it has become 
known as an extension of the high 
school or sometimes it is even 
combined with the high school. 
"We have been using the wrong 
name for a long time,” said Presi- 
dent Carroll. 

Speaking for the Faculty Sen- 
ate, Dr. Fred S. Tupper, execu- 
tive secretary, echoed the Presi- 
dent’s words. "We felt that fresh- 
men and sophomores should be 
caught up in the university atmos- 
phere to a greater degree than 
currently under the Junior Col- 
lege pattern of organization. We 
didn't want to give publically the 
impression that our first two 
years of study were like those of 
the usual Junior college which In- 
evitably la devoid of university 
atmosphere," he said. 

Dean Calvin D. Linton, dean of 
the Columbian College, said he 
saw four major purposes for the 
change. I) Role of the Junior 
College has changed qlnce the 
eatabliahment of greater numbers 
of Junior colleges. And the service 
which can be performed for stu- 
dents wanting only a Junior col- 
lege Is now being done by these 
other institutions. 2) The two 
units (Junior College and Colum- 
bian College) made an unneces- 
sary break in the student’s four- 
year program; 3) The compulsory

AA was not a good idea. Most 
students want to complete a four- 
year course and are expected to 
attend college for more than two 
years; 4) The overlapping facul- 
ties of the Junior and Columbian 
colleges is unnecessary and this 
change will make the faculty more 
unified. 

Although we are not Ignoring 
the fact that beginning students 
require a different type qf advice 
than upperclassman, this is “not 
so strong as to justify two ad- 
ministrations, two programs and 
two different schools," Dean Lin- 
ton said.

• THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES ACTION to eliminate the 
junior college was we feel a long overdue step as well as a 
necessary one. 

The members of the Board are of the generation where 
"junior college” is either for girls who can’t afford a finishing 
school or for high school students who can't get into a four- 
year college. Although in actuality the University’s "Junior 
College is neither of these, the term Junior College coupled 
with the compulsory Associate of Arts degree easily gives this 
impression to potential applicants to the University. There- 
fore, this piece of legislation as approved by the trustees also 
serves as a neat little public relations appeal for the Univer- 
sity as well as the more obvious reasons of unifying the al- 
ready overlapping facilities of the two schools and providing 
continuity to the four-year arts and sciences program. 

Further the Board must be commended on its decision to 
retain the AA degree as optional. Many students deliberately 
only attend college for two years or find they must unavoid- 
ably drop out after two years and for them the AA is proof 
that they have attended college.

Miss Virginia Doubles Title

• THE FRESHMAN DOUBLES 
combo of Buddy Goeltz and Alan 
Green finally met its match list 
Monday, but not before surprising 
many people by reaching the finals 
in the Northern Virginia Hard- 
court Invitational Tennis Tourna- 
ment in Arlington. 

Goeltz, first ranked on the GW 
frosh squad, and Green, third, 
bowed to Ernie Kientz and Ed 
Beale, 6-2, 6-4, 6-4, in the men’s 
doubles championship. 

Ironically enough, both Kientz 
and Beale played on the G -Street- 
ers tennis team when they at- 
tended school here, so the match 
was an all-GW final. Kientz was 
a member of the Bull squad about 
15 years ago and Beale partici- 
pated during the early 1960’s. 

The fine showing of these two 
freshmen Is Indicative of the per- 
formances turned in by all the 
frosh during the spring. Although 
defending champ GW slipped to 
third in this year's Southern Con- 
ference tournament, the Colonials 
should return to the top again 
next season, when the frosh move 
up. 

Five members of the unbeaten 
frosh squad are expected to take 
places on the varsity. The 
strength of the freshmen was 
shown vividly last month when 


they routed Navy’s Plebes, 6-1, 
at the same time Navy's varsity 
coasted by GW’s varsity, 8-1. 

Goeltz, the Bethesda ace, who 
like Green, Is attending GW on a 
tennis scholarship, comes from a 
tennis family. His father Is a local 
country club tennis pro, and his 
younger brother and sister are 
consistent winner in area junior 
events. 

Both Buddy and A1 were some- 
what off their games when they 
bowed In the finals of the Hard- 
court Invitational. 

Goeltz had trouble with his shot 
.placements, and Green couldn’t 
hold his serve. The day before, 
Buddy lost to Don Floyd, top 
ranked Middle Atlantic amateur, 
8-10, 6-2, 7-5, in the semi-final 
round, keeping it close despite 
25 double faults in the long match.
